T hath heen my conftant Endeavour to draw off 

the Inclinations and Affeétions of my Fellow- 
Subjeéts from the Service and Drudgery of a Fi- 

étion, and to reftore them to their proper Bent, 

- and place them upon Objects, more worthy the 
Zeal and dutiful Regard of true Britons, and fincere 
Lovers of their Country. Her Prefent May is our 
common Head, our political Parent ; and not only our 
Lawful Sovereign, who may juftly claim, but our great- 
eft Benefactrefs, and therefore certainly deferves our 
firft and higheft Obedience, in all Civil and Temporal 
Matters; by the Laws of God and our Country, and 
the joint Obligations of Duty, Confcience, Honour, 


Intereft, Nature, Gratitude ; all which confpite to faften- 


the Habit of Submiflion upon the Soul, and to render 
this Knot, which holds us together as a People or a 
Society, lafting and indifloluble. Next to this main 
Article of our Government, our greateft Care ought to 
be employ’d in maintaining and preferving the Protc 
frant Succeffion; and this | have, in its proper Place, 
and as occafion offer’d, frequently infifted on ; with all 
the calm Reafoning and honeft Deference to the Laws 
of my Country, which become a Loyal Faithful Sub- 
ject, aud a hearty Lover of Poflerity. The dividing or 
mifplacing thefe Tuo Articles is what 1 have religioully 
fet my felf to oppofe. Hence arife all our Divifions, 
and all our Dangers. A ftri&t Adherence to both thefe 
Points, in their due Order, is our beft and moft lafting 
Security: And ‘tis on account of fome wilful and fatal 
Miftakes about thefe Fundamentals, that we charge a 
Party among us with Defigns againft the Government, 
and againft the Peace and Welfare of Great Britcia ; 
for which furely we have reafon enough to call them by 
the Name of a Fiction, in che fulleft and moft direct 
Meaning and Import of the Word. He, who regards 
not the Oath of Allegiance, or thinks he keeps it, 
whilft he is every day Caballing 10 make the Poff ffion of 
the Crown uneafy to fo good a Ox—n, to divide and 
alienate the Hearts of Hr Subjects, to letien Aer own, 
or the Authority of thofe Commifliond by Her, and 
to cncourage and promote Difcord and Contufion in 
Her Dominions, will find it a difficule Matter to pet- 
furde others, that he aéts by Principle and Confcience ; 
or that the Oath of Aljaration will have better Effect 
upon him, the Moment he is taught to believe, that 
the ftriét Obfervation of it is not fo much for his own, 
or his Party’s Intcreft, as for the Good of the Whole 
and the Publick Safety. He, who fwears to another as 
Succeffor, as next and immediately, as prefumptive Herr, 
or in whatever Terms to that purpofe the Law is plea- 
fed to exprefs fuch an Entaal ; ws yet at the fame time 
labours and Confpires to fet the Sacceffor above the Per- 
fon in Poffeffion, to introduce him oat of Turn at the 
Head of a Party, cv to “ge a the Duty and Adfc- 
ions of a People to him, before they become his due ; 
is guilty of a Breach of that very Oath he is fo fond of, 


in the moft exprefs Terms, does his beft to defeat that 
very Succeffion he is fo zealous for; and if the Succeffor 
were actually upon the Throne, would fet up the next 
Heir againft him, upon the fame Vrinciples; provided 
he did not anfwer the Ends and Views of a Party, by 
reftoring them to Power and Dominion. In thort, he,. 
who limits his Obedience to his Monarch by his Af- 
feétion for the Perfons employ'd under Hir, and has 
no other regard for the Laws, than to ferve or retrieve 
a Party he is engaged in, is a Friend neither to Qv-«n 
nor rR oe: but to Whigifm only: Intereft is his n- 
defeifible Right : He {wears to his Steen only, and not 
according to his: Confcience; and keeps a Referve in 
favour of the Funta, to be Grafted upon the Oath of 
Aljuvation. How unlike this is the Condué of that 
Majority of honeft Britons, whom their filly Enemies 
are every Day teazing with the odious Names of . Faco* 
bites, Papifts, and Slaves to the Intereft of France and 
the Pretender ? Tho’ they are conftantly Dunn’d and 
Menac’d with the Coming ever of a Prince, who is 
(as the Whigs) to Cryth and Difperfe them, yet they 
remain firm and immoveable Supporters of the Prose» 
ftant Succeffion, and defy thefe Clamourers to produce 
Proof of their having taken any one fingle Step, that 
either leads or fo much as feems to lead, another way. 
Tapneal to the Mob and Populace of the Whigs, whe- 
ther the Direétors of their Party would fland a Tryal 
of this Sort,, or make any Approaches towards the fame 
honeft Principle and Standard of Loyalty ? How fon 
did they turn Duty and Allegiance into a moft violent 
Oppofition to Her May, as foon as ever the laid 
Her Hand upon them ; not to Cruth and Difperfe, but 
only to Difarm them, and to Refcue Her Kingdoms 
out of their rapacious Talons ?

Have they yet forgiven the Offence of exerting a know 
Right with fo much Lenity, in order ro fave them and 
all of us from Deftruétion ? The Tories (fay the |Vbigs ) 
are to be Ruin’d. But fill they are Loyal, The Wortgs 
were only difplaced: And therefore are they eternally 
Faétious, Turbulent and Indefatigable in the Work of 
Sedition and Rebellion ? See here the Difference be- 
tween the two Parties ; and let even Levels, Republicans 
and Anarchif's judge of their Loyalty. Such Reafon 
had Her Maemmey, in the height of Her Wiflom and 
Experience, to declare, That only they are to be relied 
on, who are for the Conjfitution in Church and State; the 
Conftitution in Church and State, without Relaxation.

Honfe of Han—-—r, I thall fpeak 
to it, with an honeft difinterefted Qoncern foi the Mo- 
nour of that iljirions Family, an@ the Security of that 
Eftabhihment, upon which the furure Peace and’ Tran- 
quility of my Country do fo entitely depend. The 
much lamented Death of the Princejs Sopbia happen- 
ing at a time, when the Whigs expected the Coming 
over of the D. of C———ge; that Incident hath 
confirm’d their Difappointment, and added very much 
to the Chagreen, which now generally appears in 
the Looks and Behaviour of their Party.
